A new method of treating fence 
posts and freshly sawed green lum­ 
ber has been originated at the Lake 
States 
forest 
experim ent 
station. 
This procedure, the "dry salting" 
method, consists of applying a m ix­ 
ture of copper sulphate and sodium 
dichrom ate in powder form to the 
surface 
of 
freshly 
peeled 
green 
posts and freshly sawed green lum ­ 
ber./ 
The m ixture of these chem icals 
dissolves in a hum id atm osphere 
and clings to the surface of m oist 
posts and lum ber when applied as 
a powder. 
The method results in deep pene­ 
tration of the preservative which 
appears to be firmly fixed in the 
wood so that 
it 
is 
net 
readily 
leached out. 
A definite advantage 
of this process over any other now 
available is that treatm ent can be 
concentrated at the ground line and 
top where m ore protection against 
decay is needed. The resulting post* 
have an attractive blue color which 
Is not readily leached out, and tests 
Indicate that the preservative is rela­ 
tively noncorrosive to staples and 
wire.
